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8 area post offices to lose hours 


Reduced window hours best compromise 
to keep rural locations open, official says

Of the country’s 13,000 least productive 
post offices, eight are in Christian, Trigg 
and Todd counties, according to a list re¬ 
leased by the U.S. Postal Service last 
week. 

That makes all eight eligible for reduc¬ 


tions in their hours of service. 

By September 2014, the offices in Pem¬ 
broke, Trenton and Adairville will have 
their daily window hours reduced from 
eight to six, USPS announced. Cerulean, 
Clifty, Gracey and Herndon’s offices will 
go from eight hours to four. Fairview’s 
will go from six hours to two. 

Access to the retail lobbies and post of¬ 


fice boxes will remain the same, as will 
towns’ ZIP codes, according to a USPS 
news release. 

USPS announced on May 9 that instead 
of closing 3,700 post offices to balance its 
budget, it will reduce the hours of 13,000 
offices. At worst, this will work as a tem¬ 
porary fix to USPS’ budget problems. Ide¬ 
ally, it will provide a long-term solution to 
keep the nation’s smallest post offices 
open. 

This measure is expected to save about 
$500 million a year. 

David Walton, a USPS spokesman in 
Louisville, said many consumers don’t re¬ 


alize the agency’s budget depends on rev¬ 
enue from its offices. 

“We’re a quasi-government agency,” 
Walton said Thursday. “We get no tax dol¬ 
lars. We have to support ourselves 
through sales and services that we pro¬ 
vide.” 

Some of the smallest rural post offices 
earn an average of $15,000 annually but 
cost $114,000 to operate, USPS said. 

In a study last year, USPS determined 
the Fairview post office averaged nine 
minutes of counter work daily.

Firefighter 
not guilty 
of assault

A Clarksville, Tenn., jury found a Hop¬ 
kinsville firefighter not guilty of charges that 
he assaulted an off-duty police officer with his 
car in March 2011. 

After deliberating for around 15 minutes on 
Wednesday, the jury acquitted Michael Ray 
Morris, 44, of aggravated assault, said Morris’ 
defense attorney Carrie Gasaway. 

A Clarksville police officer, Robert Durham, 
claimed he found Morris in the backseat of a 
car naked with a woman in the parking lot of 
The Great Escape movie theater. When he ap¬ 
proached the car, Durham said Morris put the 
car in reverse and hit him. Durham works at the 
movie theater as a security guard. 

At the trial, Morris and his girlfriend testified 
that they were scared of Durham and didn’t 
know he was a police officer, Gasaway said. 
They said they were changing clothes in the 
backseat when someone started beating on the 
car with a “very large flashlight” and threat¬ 
ened to break the window, Gasaway said. Afraid 
and boxed in by two parked cars, Morris said he 
drove away 

The two then went to the mall to see a movie 
when Morris’ mother called and said the police 
were looking for him. He went to the sheriff’s 
department and waited three hours before 
Durham arrived, Gasaway said. 

‘The jury saw it for what it was,” Gasaway 
said. “(Durham) had no right to do what he did.” 

Gasaway said that there were credibility is¬ 
sues with multiple statements made by 
Durham. She thinks Durham acted inappropri¬ 
ately when approaching Morris’ vehicle, she 
said. 

Months before the trial, prosecutors offered 
Morris a diverted sentence meaning that he 
would be put on probation. If he didn’t break 
the rules of his probation, the charges would be 
dismissed at the end of the probation period. 

Morris declined the diversion, Gasaway said. 
The trial lasted one day

Disco Queen Donna Summer dies at 63 


NEW YORK (AP) — Like the King 
of Pop or the Queen of Soul, Donna 
Summer was bestowed a title fitting 
of musical royalty — the Queen of 
Disco. 

Yet unlike Michael Jackson or 
Aretha Franklin, it was a designa¬ 
tion she wasn’t comfortable em¬ 
bracing. 

“I grew up on rock ‘n’ roll,” Sum¬ 
mer once said when explaining her 
reluctance to claim the title. 

Indeed, as disco boomed then 
crashed in a single decade in the 
1970s, Summer, the beautiful voice 
and face of the genre with pulsating 


hits like “I Feel Love,” “Love to Love 
You Baby” and “Last Dance,” would 
continue to make hits incorporating 
the rock roots she so loved. One of 
her biggest hits, “She Works Hard 
for the Money,” came in the early 
1980s and relied on a smoldering 
guitar solo as well as Summer’s 
booming voice. 

Yet it was with her disco anthems 
that she would have the most impact 
in music, and it’s how she was re¬ 
membered Thursday as news 
spread of her death at age 63. 

Summer died of cancer Thursday 
morning in Naples, Fla., said her 


publicist Brian Edwards. Her family 
released a statement saying they 
“are at peace celebrating her ex¬ 
traordinary life and her continued 
legacy.” 

It had been decades since that 
brief, flashy moment when Summer 
was every inch the Disco Queen. 

Her glittery gowns and long eye¬ 
lashes. Her luxurious hair and 
glossy, open lips. Her sultry vocals, 
her bedroom moans and sighs. She 
was as much a part of the culture as 
disco balls, polyester, platform 
shoes and the music’s pulsing, 
pounding rhythms.

The U.S. 6 th Cir¬ 
cuit Court of Ap¬ 
peals on Thursday 
upheld the actions 
of the clerk’s office, 
saying the law al¬ 
lowing for military 
power of attorney 
doesn’t deal with 
photocopies and soldiers and their fam¬ 
ilies can be required to present original 
documents. The ruling could have a 
large impact in Kentucky, which is 
home to Fort Knox and Fort Campbell, 
the sprawling military post on the Ken- 
tucky-Tennessee border. 

Judge Deborah L. Cook found the 
clerk didn’t violate the law in asking for 
an original military power of attorney 
And, by requiring notarization, the gov¬ 
ernment is trying to prevent fraud, 

Cook wrote. 

“No doubt, Congress intended to sim¬ 
plify the process of preparing and 
using powers of attorney for military 
families, and it did so by pre-empting 
the states’ various formalities for pow¬ 
ers of attorney,” Cook wrote. “Yet in 
doing so it still retained minimal for¬ 
malities, including notarization.” 

Judge Ralph B. Guy dissented, saying 


the law provides a clear answer in this 
case, “but not the one reached by the 
court.” 

Guy noted that the clerk’s office did 
not maintain the power of attorney 
form was done incorrectly. Rather, it 
“read into the statute” a requirement 
for an original document because the 
law omits any men¬ 
tion of photocopies, 
Guy wrote. 

To require an origi¬ 
nal document ignores 
the unique circum¬ 
stances in which an 
active duty member 
of the military would 
need to execute such a 
form, particularly if 
they were deployed in 
a war zone, Guy 
H wrote. 

“It is hardly feasible 
to mail the original 
home,” Guy wrote. 

Guy also took issue with how Cook 
and Senior District Judge James L. 
Graham of Ohio focused on photo¬ 
copies. 

“This seems to be a particularly odd 
time in history to be concerned about 
copies,” Guy wrote. “We live in a world 
of copies, whether it be faxes, email at¬ 
tachments, or any number of other dig¬ 
ital transmissions.” 

The issues arose when the 
Bartholomews purchased a house in 
Lexington and wanted Lyndon 
Bartholomew to be able to handle the 
legalities while Latonya Bartholomew 
went first to Germany, then Iraq, with 
the Air Force. The clerk’s office rejected 
the photo copy because it wasn’t an 
original, notarized document, “distin¬ 
guishing a copy of a notarized instru¬ 
ment from an original notarized 
instrument,” Cook wrote. 


Developer: Don’t keep approving casinos 


ATLANTIC CITY, 
N. J. (AP) — Casinos are 
not like Starbucks 
stores: You really can’t 
have one on every cor¬ 
ner. 

That’s the word from 
David Cordish, whose 
company is opening a 
huge new casino next 
month in Maryland. 

Yet Cordish warns 
that the expansion of 
casino gambling can’t 
go on unchecked for¬ 
ever. A big problem is 
the attitude of politi¬ 
cians nationwide who 
view casinos as free 
money. 

“I don’t know how we 
can control the politi¬ 
cians; they certainly 
don’t understand the 
word ‘oversaturation,”’ 
Cordish said Thursday 
“They think you can 
have casinos like Star- 
bucks.” 

If that attitude con¬ 
tinues, Cordish said, 
“it’s going to implode 
on them.” 

That sentiment was 
voiced repeatedly at 
The East Coast Gaming 
Congress, a major an¬ 
nual casino industry 
conference, held this 
year in the newly 
opened Revel casino re¬ 
sort in Atlantic City. 
The $2.4 billion Revel is 
being counted on to 
help turn around At¬ 
lantic City’s five-year 
slump. But several ex¬ 
perts at the forum said 
the solution to Atlantic 
City’s woes is the clo¬ 
sure of one or more of 
its 12 casinos. 


“Here in Atlantic 
City, we have assets for 
sale that literally no¬ 
body wants to buy,” 
said Gary Loveman, 
president of Caesars 
Entertainment, which 
counts four Atlantic 
City gambling halls 
among its 56 casinos. 
“There is simply too 
much supply in At¬ 
lantic City. The supply 
doesn’t go away. That’s 
a very bad thing. The 
problem here? Nobody 
ever closes.” 

During a panel of 
Wall Street experts, An¬ 
drew Zarnett, manag¬ 
ing director of 
Deutsche Bank Securi¬ 
ties, said Revel might 
hurt, rather than help, 
Atlantic City’s overall 
casino market. 

“Everybody’s a loser; 
when you add supply to 
a market that’s not 
growing very much, 
everybody gets canni¬ 
balized,” he said. “We 
need some of this ca¬ 
pacity to close and go 
away. I would have 
thought that would 
have happened two 
years ago, but the prop¬ 
erties are still here.” 

Zarnett said he 
doubts any Atlantic 
City casino will close 
until they see whether 
New Jersey will ap¬ 
prove Internet gam¬ 
bling and throw the 
struggling properties a 
lifeline. He also pre¬ 
dicted that New York 
will approve a casino in 
Manhattan within five 
years. 


Not all the news from 
Atlantic City was bad, 
though: Figures re¬ 
leased Thursday by 
state regulators showed 
the casinos saw a 17 
percent increase in 
gross operating profit 
for the first quarter of 
this year, following a 26 
percent increase in the 
fourth quarter of last 
year. 

The expansion of 
casino gambling has 
continued rapidly over 
the last several years, 
nowhere more fiercely 
than in the Northeast. 
There is serious dis¬ 
agreement within the 
industry as to whether 
the market is oversatu¬ 
rated or whether there 
is room for further 
growth. But most agree 
it is tougher to do busi¬ 
ness in the Northeast 
casino market than it 
ever has been before. 

The Cordish Co.’s 
Maryland Live!, open¬ 
ing on June 6 , will have 
4,750 slot machines and 
cost $500 million. 

“Thanks, David, for 
bringing 4,700 new slots 
to this market,” joked 
Don Marrandino, east¬ 
ern division president 
of Caesars Entertain¬ 
ment. “That’s great 
news for us.” 

Cordish said the 
casino market needs 
the stability of know¬ 
ing how many opera¬ 
tors there are going to 
be, particularly with 
the 67 percent tax 
Maryland imposes on 
its casinos.

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Committee addresses city’s IT need

Tentative school 
budget approved

The Christian County Board of 
Education on Thursday approved a 
tentative budget for the 2012-13 
school year that includes an 
$827,000 cut in state funding, said 
Jessica Darnell, director of busi¬ 
ness for the district. 

The brunt of the funding drop 
comes from a decrease in SEEK 
funding — Support Education Ex¬ 
cellence in Kentucky — with addi¬ 
tional cuts in construction project 
funds and state grants. The budget 
also includes a 4 percent property 
tax increase to cover a 1 percent 
salary increase for all district em¬ 
ployees. Other highlights of the 
budget include $500,000 set aside for 
textbooks and instructional mate¬ 
rial and money to purchase seven 
buses and 800 computers. 

Right now, the district has a con¬ 
tingency fund of around $7 million. 
Board member Linda Keller said 
that the state continually sets 
higher academic standards for dis¬ 
tricts while simultaneously reduc¬ 
ing funding. 

“I don’t care how you word it, they 
cut our money,” Keller said. “They 
need to give us money to educate 
our children.”

At its Committee of the Whole meeting 
Thursday evening, Hopkinsville City 
Council reviewed Mayor Dan Kemp’s pro¬ 
posed budget.

Kentuckyjobless 
rate falls in April

FRANKFORT, Ky. — Retirements 
by Baby Boomers are creating job 
openings for Kentucky’s unem¬ 
ployed, helping to push down the 
state’s unemployment rate. 

Kentucky Office of Employment 
and Training economist Manoj 
Shanker said Thursday that the 
number of Baby Boomers retiring 
is higher than the number of young 
people entering the labor force. 

Shanker said that was one of the 
key factors that triggered a drop in 
Kentucky’s jobless rate to 8.3 per¬ 
cent in April. That was down from 
8.6 percent in March. 

The job sectors with the most 
growth for the month included 
manufacturing with 3,200 addi¬ 
tional workers and professional and 
business services with 2,300 work¬ 
ers added. 

Construction was the biggest 
loser, with 2,400 jobs lost. The 
leisure and hospitality sector lost 
2,200 jobs.

Because the budget is tentative, 
the board can make changes to it at 
any time until its final approval. 

The board also approved a tenta¬ 
tive salary schedule, which did not 
include the 1 percent pay raise for 
employees.

price from last year’s budget. 

■ Hopkinsville High School will 
soon be applying to become an 1-20 
school. Currently, HHS can accept 
foreign exchange students for one 
year only But if approved for an I- 
20 license, foreign exchange stu¬ 
dents can apply for an F-l Visa and 
attend all four years of high school 
at HHS. HHS Principal Demetria 
Choice said that foreign exchange 
students improve the cultural ex¬ 
perience for everyone at the school. 

■ The board approved the re¬ 
newal of the Junior Leadership 
Corp Program. The JLC is similar 
to an ROTC program, but for 
younger students. 

■ Buses may soon be the only 
transportation for student field 
trips. The board approved a first 
reading of a motion that will not 
allow any vehicle but a bus to trans¬ 
port students to and from field 
trips. Mike Brumley, transporta¬ 
tion director of the district, said 
that buses are a safer driving op¬ 
tion. During the discussion, there 
was some confusion as to what con¬ 
stituted a bus. Jack Lackey, board 
attorney, said that while he thought 
the policy was great for safety, if it 
were passed, it would have to be fol¬ 
lowed to avoid lawsuits. That 
means students couldn’t car pool to 
field trips and small school teams 
would be required to take a bus. 

4 A broken policy that results in a 
wreck, can bring additional liabili¬ 
ties,” Lackey said. 

Small school teams, such as golf 
or dance, transport very small 
numbers of students to and from 
events. Sending one student in a 72 
passenger bus, doesn’t seem logi¬ 
cal, Keller said. Right now, state 
regulations require that students 
be transported by buses or district- 
owned vehicles with nine or fewer 
seats. Glover and board member 
Mary DeBow voted against the pol¬ 
icy.

minutemen, militia 
members who would 
serve when needed. 

On one side of the 
monument will be an 
image of a minuteman 
holding a musket and 
standing over a farm¬ 
ing plow. 

“He could go farm¬ 
ing or he could go 
shooting in a minute,” 
said Robert Fears, 
president of the local 
SAR chapter. He added 
that there are around 
5,000 descendants of 
the soldiers currently 
living in Hopkinsville. 

Fears said the monu¬ 
ment is six years in the 
making, with much of 
the time dedicated to 
researching each sol¬ 
dier. Much of the re¬ 
search was conducted 
by Christian County 
Historian William T. 
Turner, Fears said. 
SAR is creating a book¬ 
let that will include in¬ 
formation about each 
soldier. 

Fears said the monu¬ 
ment has cost more 
than $20,000 to con¬ 
struct. Half of the ex¬ 
penses were raised 
among chapter mem¬ 
bers while the other 
half came from the 
Kentucky Department 
of Veterans Affairs, 
which will have its 
name featured on the 
monument. 

SAR members had a 
brief program Thurs¬ 
day to accompany the 
groundbreaking. J. 
David Sympson, who 
served as president- 
general for the na¬ 
tional SAR 

organization last year, 
was the event’s guest 
speaker. 

Sympson expressed 
pride at the monu¬ 
ment’s establishment. 
Since the 1920s, he said 
there haven’t been 
many monuments cre¬ 
ated for soldiers of the 
revolution. 

Sympson said he is 
starting to see more 
monuments going up 
around the country, 
though. 

“This is fantastic,” 
Sympson said. “It re¬ 
ally is a big deal.”

Fighting the war for women

One is led to believe that such 
women are unproductive and do not 
add any value to our economy 
Vice President Joe Biden has said, 
“The role of women has become an 
issue in a way that I never thought it 
would be in American politics.” I 
couldn’t disagree more with the vice 
president.

Most recently when talking about 
the Violence Against Women Act, the 
vice president stated, “In 2012, we 
should be beyond questioning the 
need for the Violence Against Women 
Act.”

The Violence Against Women Act 
was adopted in 1994 with bipartisan 
support and unanimously affirmed 
twice by the Senate in 2000 and again 
in 2005.

Evolution of 
Obama shift 


T his past week’s news cycle has pro¬ 
duced two narratives: One, Barack 
Obama is an evolutionary, 21st-century 
hero who supports equality for all. Two, 
Mitt Romney is a gay-bashing bully mired 
in the previous century, who also supports 
a war on women and, oh yeah, hates dogs. 
Let’s parse, shall we? 

Obama’s Big Announcement that he 
supports gay marriage came about for 
the following reasons: (a) He had no 
choice after Vice President Joe Biden 
said on “Meet the Press” that he was fine 
with same-sex marriage; (b) one in six of 
Obama’s campaign bundlers, those who 
raise big bucks, is openly gay; (c) Obama 
risks nothing except the votes of those 
who wouldn’t have voted for him anyway. 

And last, but certainly not least, be¬ 
cause supporting equal treatment of all 
Americans under all legal contracts, in¬ 
cluding marriage with all its attendant 
rights and responsibilities, is the right 
thing to do. In this respect, Obama may 
have evolved in his thinking, as millions 
of other Americans have, including 
yours truly. Indeed, polls show that the 
country is about evenly divided on the 
question, with younger Americans over¬ 
whelmingly supportive of same-sex mar¬ 
riage. In another generation, this 
conversation likely will be irrelevant. 

Meanwhile. Can we stop hyperventilat¬ 
ing long enough to not be ridiculous? 

Yes, Obama’s statement carries sym¬ 
bolic weight but it 
changes nothing. In fact, 
by also saying he thinks 
the issue should remain 
with the states, he is both 
taking a conservative, 
states’ rights position and 
passing the constitutional * 
buck. As Joe Scarborough 
pointed out, if the presi- 
dent believes that equal KATHLEEN 
marriage rights are con- darker 
stitutionally protected, 
then he has a duty to fight for those 
rights rather than hand off the issue to 
the states. Gays and lesbians won’t fare 
well on that frontier given that 30 states 
already have passed prohibitive amend¬ 
ments to their state constitutions. 

Thus, Obama’s announcement, while 
political and pragmatic, was fundamen¬ 
tally meaningless. You’d never know it 
by the media’s response, of course. As 
Tim Stanley wrote in Britain’s The Tele¬ 
graph, everything the first African- 
American president says or does is 
breathtakingly historic: 

“The Prez could go seal-clubbing and 
much of the media would see it as a new 
epoch for winter sports. ‘Barack Obama 
Becomes the First President to Kill Six 
Seals in Under One Minute,’ The New 
York Times would proudly report, while 
Twitter would be all abuzz with how hot 
he looks in snow shoes.” 

Not so much poor Mitt. While Obama was 
being feted at a $40,000-a-plate din-din at 
George Clooney’s house, Romney was being 
roasted for a high school bullying “prank” 
nearly 50 years ago. A prank that made the 
top half of The Washington Post’s front 
page Friday—and the details of which are 
in much dispute, especially from the family 
of the alleged victim, who, alas, isn’t alive to 
defend his version of events. 

Briefly as told by a handful of boarding- 
school classmates, Romney led a group of 
boys who tackled and held down John 
Lauber and cut his longish, blond hair. 
Romney allegedly didn’t like Lauber’s look 
and decided to fix it. The subtext is that 
Lauber may have been gay and that, there¬ 
fore, Romney is a not-so-closeted gay hater. 

For those to the premises more recently 
arrived, a quick primer on 1965, when this 
occurred. Nobody knew who was or wasn’t 
“gay” a word that wasn’t yet in popular cir¬ 
culation as a noun and generally meant 
“merry” Homosexuality wasn’t on most 
high school kids’ radar, period. If any¬ 
thing, Romney may not have liked 
Lauber’s “hippie” locks, which is the more 
likely case given the era. 

Whatever. Lauber obviously was a non¬ 
conformist in an environment that valued 
conformity and Romney and his crew were 
indeed bullies. They shouldn’t have done it, 
but boarding schools until recently were 
not widely known as incubators of sensi¬ 
tivity Today of course, prep schools feature 
weekly diversity seminars and offer staff 
psychiatrists for the noncompliant. 

But five decades later, this is a campaign 
issue in a presidential election? Lauber’s 
family doesn’t think it should be — and 
they may be the only people who count in 
this particular debate. 

The real story, meanwhile, is the one 
that keeps getting pushed aside, which 
is that the country is going bankrupt 
and that 32 percent of young people (18- 
29) are underemployed. But as long as 
we’re talking about things like gay mar¬ 
riage and contraception — all forced to 
the fore by Democrats, by the way — 
Americans can avert their gaze from the 
evolving economic collapse, which will 
be anything but gay.

As Facebook users grow, 
milli ons say, ‘No, thanks’ 


NEW YORK (AP) — 
Don’t try to friend MaLi 
Arwood on Facebook. 
You won’t find her there. 

You won’t find Thomas 
Chin, either. Or Kariann 
Goldschmitt. Or Jake 
Edelstein. 

More than 900 million 
people worldwide check 
their Facebook accounts 
at least once a month, but 
millions more are Face- 
book holdouts. 

They say they don’t 
want Facebook. They in¬ 
sist they don’t need Face- 
book. They say they’re 
living life just fine with¬ 
out the long-forgotten ac¬ 
quaintances that the 
world’s largest social net¬ 
work sometimes resur¬ 
rects. 

They are the resisters.

Even without people 
like Arwood, Facebook is 
one of the biggest busi¬ 
ness success stories in 
history. The site had 1 
million users by the end 
of 2004, the year Mark 
Zuckerberg started it in 
his Harvard dorm room. 
Two years later, it had 12 
million. Facebook had 
500 million by summer 
2010 and 901 million as of 
March 31, according to 
the company. 

That staggering rise in 
popularity is one reason 
why Facebook Inc.’s ini¬ 
tial public offering is one 
of the most hotly antici¬ 
pated in years. The com¬ 
pany’s shares are 
expected to begin trading 
on the Nasdaq Stock Mar¬ 
ket on Friday under the 
ticker symbol “FB”. Face- 
book is likely to have an 
estimated market valua¬ 
tion of some $100 billion, 
making it worth more 
than Kraft Foods, Ford or 
Disney. 

Facebook still has 
plenty of room to grow, 
particularly in develop¬ 
ing countries where peo¬ 
ple are only starting to 
get Internet access. As it 

is, about 80 percent of its 
users are outside U.S. and 
Canada. 

But if Facebook is to 
live up to its pre-IPO hype 
and reward the investors 
who are clamoring for its 
stock this week, it needs 
to convince some of the 
resisters to join. Two out 
of every five American 
adults have not joined 
Facebook, according to a 
recent Associated Press- 
CNBC poll. Among those 
who are not on Facebook, 
a third cited a lack of in¬ 
terest or need. 

If all those people con¬ 
tinue to shun Facebook, 
the social network could 
become akin to a postal 
system that only delivers 
mail to houses on one 
side of the street. The 
system isn’t as useful, 
and people aren’t apt to 
spend as much time with 

it. That means fewer op¬ 
portunities for Facebook 
to sell ads. 

Lee Rainie, director of 
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New York. Facebook priced its IPO at $38 per share, at the high end of its expected range. 


the Pew Internet & Amer¬ 
ican Life Project, says 
that new communica¬ 
tions channels — from 
the telephone to radio, 
TV and personal comput¬ 
ers — often breed a cadre 
of holdouts in their early 
days. 

“It’s disorienting be¬ 
cause people have differ¬ 
ent relationships with 
others depending on the 
media they use,” Rainie 
says. “But we’ve been 
through this before. As 
each new communica¬ 
tions media comes to 
prominence, there is a pe¬ 
riod of adoption.” 

Len Kleinrock, 77, says 
Facebook is fine for his 
grandchildren, but it’s 
not for him. 

“I do not want more dis¬ 
tractions,” he says. “As it 
is, I am deluged with 
email. My friends and 
colleagues have ready ac¬ 
cess to me and I don’t re¬ 
ally want another service 
that I would feel obliged 
to check into on a fre¬ 
quent basis.” 

Kleinrock says his re¬ 
sistance is generational, 
but discomfort with tech¬ 
nology isn’t a factor. 

After all, Kleinrock is 
arguably the world’s first 
Internet user. The Uni¬ 
versity of California, Los 
Angeles professor was 
part of the team that in¬ 
vented the Internet. His 
lab was where re¬ 
searchers gathered in 
1969 to send test data be¬ 
tween two bulky comput¬ 
ers —the beginnings of 
the Arpanet network, 
which morphed into the 
Internet we know today. 

“I’m having a ‘been- 
there, done-that’ feeling,” 
Kleinrock says. “There’s 
not a need on my part for 
reaching out and finding 
new social groups to in¬ 
teract with. I have trouble 
keeping up with those 
I’m involved with now.” 

Thomas Chin, 35, who 
works at an advertising 
and media planning com¬ 
pany in New York, says 
he may be missing out on 
what friends-of-friends- 
of-friends are doing, but 
he doesn’t need Facebook 
to connect with family 


and closer acquain¬ 
tances. 

“If we’re going to go 
out to do stuff, we organ¬ 
ize it (outside) of Face- 
book,” he says. 

Some people don’t join 
the social network be¬ 
cause they don’t have a 
computer or Internet ac¬ 
cess, are concerned about 
privacy, or generally dis¬ 
like Facebook. Those 
without a college educa¬ 
tion are less likely to be 
on Facebook, as are those 
with lower incomes. 
Women who choose to 
skip Facebook are more 
likely than men to cite 
privacy issues, while sen¬ 
iors are more likely than 
those 50-64 years old to 
cite computer issues, ac¬ 
cording the AP-CNBC 
poll. 

About three-quarters 
of seniors are not on 
Facebook. By contrast, 
more than half of those 
under 35 use it every day 

The poll of 1,004 adults 
nationwide was con¬ 
ducted by GfK Roper Pub¬ 
lic Affairs and Corporate 
Communications May 3-7 
and has a margin of sam¬ 
pling error of plus or 
minus 3.9 percentage 
points. 

Steve Jones, a professor 
who studies online cul¬ 
ture and communica¬ 
tions at the University of 
Illinois at Chicago, says 
many resisters consider 
Facebook to be too much 
of a chore. 

“We’ve added social 
networking to our lives. 
We haven’t added any 
hours to our days,” Jones 
says. “The decision to be 
online on Facebook is si¬ 
multaneously a decision 
not to be doing some¬ 
thing else.” 

Jones says many peo¬ 
ple on Facebook try to 
overcome that by multi¬ 
tasking, but they end up 
splitting their attention 
and engaging with oth¬ 
ers online only superfi¬ 
cially. 

Arwood, 47, a restau¬ 
rant manager in Chicago, 
says she was surprised 
when colleagues on an 
English-teaching pro¬ 
gram in rural Spain in 


2010 opted to spend their 
breaks checking Face- 
book. 

“I spent my time on 
break trying to learn 
more about the Spanish 
culture, really taking ad¬ 
vantage of it,” she says. 
“I went on walks with 
some of the students and 
asked them questions.” 

Kariann Goldschmitt, 
32, a music professor at 
New College of Florida 
in Sarasota, Fla., was on 
Facebook not long after 
its founding in 2004, but 
she quit in 2010. In part, it 
was because of growing 
concerns about her pri¬ 
vacy and Facebook’s on¬ 
going encouragement of 
people to share more 
about themselves with 
the company, with mar¬ 
keters and with the 
world. 

She says she’s been 
much more productive 
since leaving. 

“I was a typical user, on 
it once or twice a day,” 
she says. “After a certain 
point, I sort of resented 
how it felt like an obliga¬ 
tion rather than fun.” 

Besides Facebook re¬ 
sisters and quitters, there 
are those who take a 
break. In some cases, peo¬ 
ple quit temporarily as 
they apply for new jobs, 
so that potential employ¬ 
ers won’t stumble on pho¬ 
tos of their wild nights 
out drinking. Although 
Facebook doesn’t make it 
easy to find, it offers an 
option for suspending ac¬ 
counts (Look for a link 
under the “Security” tab 
in “Account Settings.”) 

Goldschmitt says it 
takes effort to stay in 
touch with friends and 
relatives without Face- 
book. For instance, she 
has to make mental notes 
of when her friends are 
expecting babies, know¬ 
ing that they have be¬ 
come so used to Facebook 
“that they don’t engage 
with us anymore.” 

“I’m like, ‘Hmmm, 
when is nine months?’ I 
have to remember to con¬ 
tact them since they 
won’t remember to tell 
me when the baby’s 
born.”

Event helps recent graduates 
celebrate night responsibly

In the late 1980s, a group of concerned 
Christian County residents came together 
to give graduating seniors a safe place to 
celebrate the end of their high school ca¬ 
reers, and Project Graduation was born. 

“Sometimes people make unwise 
choices while celebrating life’s achieve¬ 
ments, and graduation can bring some 
those choices,” said event coordinator 
Diane Pyle on Thursday after spending all 
night at the 24th annual Project Gradua¬ 
tion. “Ultimately, the goal is to give every¬ 
body a safe atmosphere to celebrate 
graduation.” 

Pyle said more than 1,000 people, includ¬ 
ing 150 volunteers, attended Wednesday 
night’s Project Graduation at the James E.

Pyle has been involved with the after- 
graduation party for 22 years. She said 
that, without support from the commu¬ 
nity, putting on such a large-scale event 
wouldn’t be possible. 

Event organizers raised about $58,000 in 
monetary donations this year, Pyle said. 
Donors also chipped in another $25,000 
worth of items and other services. With 
the money, event organizers made sure 
Project Graduation had a plethora of of¬ 
ferings for the graduates, including a

handful of adult-size inflatables, a deejay 
and blackjack tables, just to name a few 

Pyle said she budgeted $2,000 just for 
food. 

This year’s Project Gradation was about 
$10,000 behind last year’s in terms of do¬ 
nations, but was successful nevertheless, 
partly because local churches helped off¬ 
set the reduced donations with a last- 
minute fundraising blitz, Pyle said. 

“We were going to put on a party no mat¬ 
ter how much we raised, and we’re very 
thankful for all the donations we re¬ 
ceived,” Pyle said. “We just want to show 
(the teenagers) that you can have a good 
time without drugs or alcohol.” 

Seniors from all four high schools in the 
county — 603 grads in all — were invited 
to the event following Hopkinsville High 
School’s and Christian County High 
School’s commencement ceremonies. 
Each senior was allowed to bring one 
guest and was given a T-shirt after buying 
a $1 ticket to get in. 

“A lot of work goes into it, but they had 
a good time,” Pyle said.

Anxiety interferes with close friendship 


DEAR AMY: For about a year 
now, I’ve been in an almost con¬ 
stant state of anxiety I’m al¬ 
ways exhausted, and I never 
seem to have much energy The 
things that I used to get excited 
about just don’t make me happy 
anymore. 

Lately my closest friend has 
grown tired of this mood, which 
I cannot seem to shake. 

She told me that she does not 
think she can continue to be my 
friend if I am going to act like 
this. 

I have tried to force a more op¬ 
timistic attitude when I am 
around her, but it just leaves me 
feeling worse. 

I can’t make her understand 
how I am feeling because I do 
not understand it myself. 

We have been best friends for 
18 years, and I really do not 
want to lose our friendship. 

How do I change to be the type 
of friend she wants me to be? — 
Feeling Friendless 

DEAR FRIENDLESS: You’ve 
tried to change — but you aren’t 
able to change. And you can’t 


change right now because you 
aren’t well. 

For an anxious and/or de¬ 
pressed person, change isn’t a 
matter of merely trying to be¬ 
have differently. Your body 
chemistry is working against 
you. 

Focus on your health right 
now; see your primary care 
physician for a checkup and re¬ 
port all of your symptoms to 
your doctor. 

You need people to be on your 
side right now — if you explain 
honestly that you are wrestling 
with some health issues and en¬ 
list your friend’s help, she might 
make a very good advocate for 
you. 

It’s worth a try. 

DEAR AMY: I am 23 years 
old. My mom’s friend from col¬ 
lege and her husband have al¬ 
ways been close to us. My sister 
and I even call them “Aunt” and 
“Uncle.” 

These friends love us as if we 
really were their nieces, and we 
love them as our aunt and uncle. 
They have always showered our 


whole family with gifts at 
Christmastime. These gifts are 
thoughtful, but not things that 
we necessarily 
want or need. ASK 

I want to ask 
them to stop giv- AMY 
ing us (or at least 
me) so many 
gifts, and my 
mom agrees. 

I thought about 
suggesting they 
donate the 
money they 
would spend on 
the gifts to a 
charity I know 
we would both 
support. Do you 
think that is a 
good idea? 

How do I go about addressing 
this without offending? — Over- 
gifted in the Northeast 

DEAR OVER-GIFTED: Ac 
knowledge your friends’ gener¬ 
ous spirit and as the next 
gift-giving occasion approaches, 
contact them to say, “I want you 
to know how lucky I feel to have 


you in my life. You have been so 
generous over the years. 

As I’ve grown into adulthood, 

I want to accumulate fewer 
things and also support an insti¬ 
tution whose work I really be¬ 
lieve in. I wonder if you would 
be willing to donate to this or¬ 
ganization in lieu of material 
gifts to me. If not, I understand 
— and I’m very grateful, regard¬ 
less.” 

You can also honor this couple 
by donating to their favorite 
cause in their name. 

DEAR AMY: I ’m responding 
to a letter signed “Not Thank¬ 
ful,” written by a woman whose 
annoying sister-in-law is al¬ 
ready begging for a Thanksgiv¬ 
ing dinner invitation. 

Like her, I would start crank¬ 
ing up my anxiety in the spring 
over having to invite my self- 
centered and trash-talking sis¬ 
ter-in-law for Thanksgiving. 

Then three years ago, after 
our other Thanksgiving guests 
had left, my sister-in-law sat and 
talked to my husband and me. 

She revealed that she had 


been in counseling and told us 
about the years of horrendous 
childhood abuse that she en¬ 
dured after my husband (her 
older brother) had left home. I 
sat and listened to her and cried 
for hours. 

Now I make an effort to invite 
my sister-in-law to all holiday 
and family events. She doesn’t 
always come, and when she does 
come she is often late, talks 
trash, monopolizes the conver¬ 
sation and so forth. 

I simply don’t let it bother me 
and consider my generosity to 
be my “Thanksgiving” that my 
daughters and I never had to en¬ 
dure this sort of suffering. — 
Another View

DEAR REV GRAHAM: I grew 
up in a very unhappy home — lots 
of conflict, plus verbal and physi¬ 
cal abuse. Finally 
my parents split, 
but because of all 
this I have a very 
hard time trusting 
people or thinking I 
can ever love some¬ 
one (let alone love 
God). I know you’re 
not a psychiatrist, 
but how can I over¬ 
come this? — R.E. 

DEAR R.E.: I sus¬ 
pect you’ve already 
taken the first step 
by realizing that the 
things you experi¬ 
enced when you 
were younger have scarred you, 
both emotionally and spiritually 
Perhaps your letter will encourage 
parents not only to love their chil¬ 
dren, but also to let them know 
they do. 

No, I’m not a psychiatrist, but if 
you think it might be helpful to 
discuss your problems with a 
skilled professional counselor, I 
certainly would encourage it. 
(Your pastor may be able to sug¬ 


gest someone in your community.) 
One of the spiritual gifts God has 
given to some individuals is the 
gift of wisdom (see Daniel 2:21). 

However, the first step I urge you 
to take is to turn to God and dis¬ 
cover how much He loves you. 
Your parents failed you; what they 
did was wrong, and your mistrust 
and feelings of unworthiness are 
understandable. But God will 
never fail you, and His love for you 
will never fade. Once you realize 
this, your life will never be the 
same. The Bible’s words are true: 
“If God is for us, who can be 
against us?” (Romans 8:31). 

How do I know God loves you? I 
know it because He sent His only 
Son into the world to give His life 
for you. God loves you that much! 
Ask Christ to come into your life 
today, and then ask Him to guide 
you to a church where you can 
grow closer to God — and closer to 
others.

A warm, healthy chowder for cool spring evenings

When you’re out all day playing in the 
warm spring sun, you don’t want to come 
home to the laborious task of making a com¬ 
plex meal. The solution is a quick soup. 

For this spring fish chowder, we opted for 
flavorful sweet potatoes in addition to the reg¬ 
ular white variety. Be sure to leave the skins 
on, as that’s where much of the fiber and nu¬ 
trients reside. For some more color and to 
round out the dish, we added a bell pepper, 
scallions and a touch of lemon. 

To keep the calories and fat in check, we use 
fat-free half-and-half as the soup’s base. Skim 
milk also would work, but the texture would¬ 
n’t be nearly as creamy. 

You can use any kind of white fish you pre¬ 
fer. Flounder is a great option for a very ten¬ 
der fish. Haddock has a bit more body. 
Whichever fish you choose, use care once you 
add it to the soup. As it cooks it will want to 
fall apart. So stir gently. 

Spring fish chowder 

Start to finish: 30 minutes 

Servings: 4 

1 tablespoon olive oil 

1 medium yellow onion, diced 

2 cloves garlic, minced 

1 large potato, cut into 1/2-inch cubes 

1 large sweet potato, cut into 1/2-inch 
cubes 

1 red bell pepper, cored and diced 

1/2 teaspoon ground cumin 

Pinch of cayenne 

1 1/2 quarts fat-free half-and-half

In a large pot over medium-high, heat the 
olive oil. Add the onion and garlic and cook 
until softened and just beginning to brown, 
about 7 to 8 minutes. 

Add the potato, sweet potato, red pepper, 
cumin, cayenne and half-and-half. Bring to a 
simmer and cook until the potato is tender, 
about 7 minutes. Add the lemon zest and fish, 
then cook for 4 minutes, or until the fish is 
cooked through. Stir in the scallions and sea¬ 
son with salt and pepper.
